I have now the honour of submitting for your Excellency’s consideration this Emigtation 
Report on the Statistics of Emigration from Ireland for the year 1916. Ports.^^^^ 

An “.Emigrant” is defined, for the purposes of this Report, as “ a person who 
leaves Ireland with the intention of settling permanently elsewhere,'" and the 
Enumerators have instructions to furnish particulars regarding, such persons 
departing in each passenger ship which sails from an Irish port. 

Returns for each month of 1915 have already been published, giving the number 
of emigrants, and showing the comparative figures for the preceding years. 

The following detailed tables are given in the summary portion of this Report:^ 

Table 1 showing, for each county and province, the numbers, sexes, ages, and conjugal 
condition of the persons who emigrated from Ireland in the year 1916. — Table 2 
showing the ages and occupations of the male and female emigrants who left Ireland 
in the year 1915. — Table 3 giving information regarding the occupations by certain 
age-periods of the emigrants who left Ireland for the United States of America in the 
year 1915. — Table 4 showing the destinations of emigrants (natives of Ireland) from 
each province and county during the year 1915, and the number of emigrants 
from each oountyto every l,000of the population, according to the Census of 1911. 

— ^Table 5 giving the number of male and female emigrants (natives of Ireland) 
who left Irish Ports, during each month of the year 1915. 

The total number of emigrants from Ireland during the year 1915 was 10,792 
(6,671 males and 4,121 females). Of the males, 6,567, and of the females, 4,092, 
were natives of Ireland, the total number of such, 10,659, being equivalent to a rate 
of 2.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population* and showing a decrease of 9,655 
as compared with the year 1914. 

The collection of emigration returns for Ireland began on the 1st May, 1851, Number of 
and the reports based thereon show that the total number of emigrants — natives of 

Ireland ^wlio left Irish ports from the above-mentioned, date to the end of December, 

1915, amounts, in the aggrerate, to 4,309,300, the number of males being 
2,241,316 and of females 2,067,984. The number of emigrants for each year,

The above tabular statement show that the largest number of emigrants (natives 
of Ireland) for any year of the period 1862-1915 was 190,322 in the year 1862 this 
number representing a rate of .30.0 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to 
the middle of the year ; and that the lowest number was 10,659 (or 2.4 per 1 000 of the 
estimated population) in the year under notice, 1915. Between the figures for 1852 and 
1915 the SIX highest numbers were— 173,148 in 1863, affording a rate of 27.9 per 1 000 • 
23.1 per 1,000, in 1854 ; 117,229 in 1863, with a rate of 20.5 per 1,000

Table III on page 6 shows that during the period from the 1st May, 1851, to Number of 
the 31st December, 1915, an aggregate total of 4,359,936 persons emigrated from 
Irish ports, comprising 4,309,300 natives of Ireland, and 50,636 persons belonging to County and 
other countries. The number of natives of Ireland who emigrated during the 
period (1851-1915) is equivalent to 82.6 per cent, of the average population,* Munster 
contributing 1,489,098 persons, being equal to 111.0 per cent, of the average 
population of the province ; Connaught, 729,083, or 91.5 per cent. ; Ulster, 

1,236,872, or 70.5 per cent., and Leinster, 743,508, equivalent to 56.2 per cent, 
of its average population*. The county to which the emigrants belonged was not 
specified in the returns in 110,739 oases; this information, has, however, been 
obtained in every case since 1876, with bhe exception of 53 eases in 1880 and 71 in 
1903.

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Prom Table IV., in wiiich the ages of the emigrants in the year 1915 are shown Age® of 
in 9 periods, it will be observed that 83.6 per cent, of the persons who left Ireland 
were between the ages of fifteen and thirty-five years, the percentage over thirty-tive 
years of age being 9.6, and that of persons under fifteen years, 6.8. In 1914 
the percentage of persons between 1 5 and 35 years of age who left Ireland was 86. 6 per 
cent. ; the percentage over 35 years was 6.0 and that under 15 years was 7.4; in 
1913 the percentage of persons between 15 and 35 years of age was 85.4, 
the percentage over 35 years being 6.6 and that of persons under 16 years 
8.0 ; in 1912 the corresponding percentages for the three age-periods given above, were 
85.9, 6.5, and 7.6, respectively, and in 1911 the respective percentages were 86.7, 6.7 
and 7.6. In 1910 the percentage of emigrants who were from fifteen to thirty-five 
years of age was 86.9 ; in 1909 it was 86.3 ; in 1908 the percentage was 81.2 ; in 1907 
it was 83.9 ; in 1906 it was 83.1 ; in 1905 it was 84.1 ; in 1904 it was 83.8 ; in 1903 
it was 80.9 ; in 1902, 81.5 ; in 1901, 80.5 ; in 1900, 82.2 ; in 1899, 82.9 ; in 1898, 82.3 ; 
in 1897, 83.0 ; in 1896, 83.7; and in 1895, 84.7.

Table 1, on pages 10-11 shows the numbers, ages, sexes, and conjugal condition 
of the emigrants from each county of Ireland together with corresponding information 
with respect to persons belonging to other countries, who embarked at Irish 
ports during the year 1915. The quinquennial age-period, 20-25 years furnished 
the largest number of both male and female emigrants (2,524 males and l,7l2 
females) — the emigrants at this age-period forming 39.3 per cent, of the entire 
number of those who emigrated during the year 1915. 


Of the male emigrants during the year 1915, numbering 6,671, there were 759 or 
11.4 per cent., described as married men or widowers; and of the 4,121 female 
emigrants, 722 or 17.5 per cent., were returned as married or widowed. Of the 
4,236 persons between the ages of 20 and 25 years who emigrated, 66 only were 
married — 12 males and 54 females. 


The destinations of the emigrants (natives of Ireland) from each county during the 
year 1915, is shown in Table 4, on page 15, Of the total number of emigrants, 7,761 
(or 72.8 per cent.) embarked for the Colonies or Foreign Countries, and 2,898 (or 
27.2 per cent.) to Great Britain., The United States of America was the destmation 
of 6,681 emigrants (or 62.7 per cent, of the total number of emigrants — natives of 
Ireland) in 1915, as compared with an average of 19,877 (or 71.5 per cent.) for the 
four preceding years. Emigration to Canada shows a decrease from 2,909 m 1914 to 
597 in 1915. The number of emigrants to South Africa in 1915 was 68 as against 
118 in the year 1914. The emigrants to Australia numbered 347 in 1915, as against 
768 in 1914, 915 in 1913, 842 in 1912, 765 in 1911, 613 in 1910, 782 in 1909, 607 
in 1908 365 in 1907, 343 in 1906, 285 in 1905, 336 in 1904, 380 in 1903, 496 in 
1902, 595 in 1901, 834 in 1900, 1,005 in 1899, 837 in 1898, 676 in 1897, 545 m 
1896, and 629 in 1895.

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The emigrants to New Zealand in 1915 numbered 53, the number in 1914 being 
172. Of the 15 persons who went to “ Other Countries ” during the year, 5 were 
returned as emigrating to Jamaica, 4 to the Argentine Republic, 2 to Portugal, and 
one to each of India, France, Italy and the Malay Peninsula. 


Included in 6,681 emigrants (natives of Ireland) to the United States in 1915 
are 2,164 natives of Connaught, 1,628 of Leinster, 1,490 of Ulster, and 1,399 
of Munster. Of those who left for Australia 187 were natives of Leinster, 87 of 
Ulster, 60 of Munster, and 13 of Connaught. Out of a total of 597 emigrants to 
Canada no less than 360 were natives of the province of Ulster, 196 being natives 
of Leinster. 


The number of emigrants (natives of Ireland) who emigrated during the year 
1915 with the intention of settling permanently in Great Britain, was 2,898 ; of 
this number 1,954 embarked for England and Wales and 944 for Scotland. The 
average numbers for England and Wales and Scotland in the four years preceding 
were 1,213 and 307, respectively.

In Table 4, page 15, the destinations of the emigrants — natives of Ireland — 
in 1915, the Census populations in 1911 and the ratio of the emigrants to every 
1,000 of the population for each county and province are given. It appears from 
this table that the highest provincial rate was 3.9 per 1,000 of the population for 
Connaught; the rate for Leinster, was 2.5; for Ulster, 2.4; and for Munster, 1.5. 
In the counties the highest rates were as follows: — Louth, 11.5 ; Longford, 7.5; 
Sligo, 7.0 ; Leitrim, 6.1 ; Kildare, 4.6 ; Armagh, 4.6 ; and Cavan, 4.6. 


Particulars regarding the occupations and ages of the emigrants of each sex who 
left Ireland in 1915 will be found in Table 2, on pages 12 and 13. From an ex- 
amination of this table it will be seen that of the 6,305 males aged 15 years and 
upwards, 4,561 or 72.3 per cent., were returned as “ labourers ” ; and of the 3,748 
females at 15 years and upwards, 2,568, or 68.5 per cent., were returned as 
“ servants.”
